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DETAILED ACTION 

The Examiner acknowledges receipt of Applicant's response to the first Office 
Action filed on 1/24/06. Applicant cancelled claims 1-15 and added new claims 16-31. 
Accordingly claims 16-31 are pending in the application.

Comment: The Examiner contacted Applicant's representative, Kristyne Bullock, 
on 09/1 1/06 to resolve the issues below over the telephone in the interest of expediting 
prosecution and move the case to allowance. The Examiner was specifically told to 
issue an Office Action. 

Comment: Applicant is advised to insert the word "further" in claim 24 such that 
the claim recites: "...deodorant further comprising...". 

Comment: Applicant is advised to remove from claim 17 the extraneous word "of 
after the word elastomer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 16-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 16 recites: X' 1 is CH 3 COO" 1 ; (S0 3 )" 1 ; etc... 
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It is unclear to the Examiner how (S0 3 )" 1 can have a charge of -1 when the art 
recognizes the proper charge as -2. The Examiner suggests that Applicant delete 
(S0 3 )" 1 from the claim(s) since it cannot have a charge of -1 . Claims 1 7-31 are rejected - 
as indefinite for being dependent on an indefinite base claim.
